Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches an ink set for inkjet recording comprising a plurality of inks 
containing a dye, a water-miscible organic solvent and water wherein the ink set 
includes yellow, magenta, cyan, black and dark yellow inks and the dark yellow ink 
comprises at least one of a magenta dye of the formula 
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wherein the substituents are defined in the claims. The prior art of record generally 
teach ink sets comprising yellow (light and dark), magenta (light and dark), cyan (light 
and dark) and black inks but fail to teach or fairly suggest an ink set that contains a dark 
yellow ink comprising a combination of the magenta dye and the cyan dye of the above 
formulas as claimed by applicants. Accordingly, this application is allowable.
